‘*Be supportive of groups’’ 
answered Mr, Shelley « ‘‘and 
your council has been - with 
budget, Certainly the town 
staff have offered tremen- 
dous support,’’ he added, 

Replying to a question 
from Coun, Bakker as to 
any gaps in the programs, 
the consultant thought the 
teen groups were one area, 
‘*Can they be programmed ?’’ 
asked Coun, Bakker, ‘‘Yes,’’ 
was the answer - but not 
entirely structured, He felt 
council must give more sup= 
port = more teen centres, 


“St, Albert is unique in that 
you have double the Provin- 
cial average of the under 30 
age group,’’ said Mr, Shelley 
**You must have facilities,’’ 
he added, 

The consultant also point- 
ed out that hockey and swim- 
ming facilities are taxed to 
capacity, He felt the town 
program was adequate and 
diversified for 35 years and 
over, With a very good bale 
ance between cultural and 
sport programs, 

The consultant suggested 
that St, Albert could have 
economic and service bene- 
fits through operating in cone 
junction with the MD of Sture 
geon Regional Recreation 
Board in some areas ~ such 
as facilities and park proe 
vision, 

Speaking on the parks sys< 
tem Mr, Shelley stated thal 
in terms of numbers St, Al- 
bert is far advanced and also 
in terms of the quality and 
maintenance of its parks, 
The planning and diversity 
is good he said, Missing 
are outdoor facilities for 
such activities as riding,pic- 
nics, day camps and so on, 
said the consultant, He sugg-

The Government of Al- 
perta will increase substan- 
tially capital financial assis- 
tance grants to communities 
throughout the province for 
recreational facilities, 

Culture, Youth and Re- 
creation Minister, the Hon- 
ourable Horst A, Schmid 
yesterday unveiled a new 
$3 million program = ‘Pro- 
ject Co-operation,’’ He said 
the new program will supp- 
ort and encourage co-opera- 
tive efforts between munici- 
pal authorities and commun- 
ity organizations to meet the 
ever increasing demand for 
recreational facilities, 

Mr, Schmid emphasized 
that the grants are to help 
finance the development not 
only of sports facilities but 
recreational-culiural facil- 
ities as well, ‘‘Insomecome 
munities, these are given 
little consideration,’’ he ade 
ded, 

The new program is eff- 
ective immediately with appe 
lications being accepted until 
March 1, 1974 for the 1973- 
74 fiscal year, Application 
forms will be distributed 
across the province as soon 
as possible, 

In addition to the basic 
program, incentives are av- 
ailable to encourage some 
municipalities - if under 
15,000 total population - to 
pool their resources in proe 
viding regional recreation 
services, 

Under an agreement with 
the public and separate 
school boards municipalit- 
ies over 15,000 population 
may apply for additional fun- 
ding, The aim is to encour- 
age optimum use of schools 
in the larger centres of the 
province, 

The new financial assis- 
tance program will make 
funds available on a per 
capita basis according to 
a schedule which will apply 
right across the province, 
Community organizations

Fundy tides and the Churche 
ill River to mention just a 
couple, With resources of 
that magnitude does Canada 
really have an energy crie 
sis? 

What this country does 
have is a leadership crisis, 
With all our energy resour= 
ces we have enough going 
for us to bring processing 
into Canada without sub- 
sidies, The comparative ad- 
vantage, the opportunity we 
have sought for so many 
years is here, All it requires 
is some initiative on the 
part of the Government to 
bargain with those energy 
weak countries, such as Jap-

ONCE UPON A TIME it was 
against the law to observe 
Christmas in this country. 
Ironically, the same people who 
gave you that festive holiday 
opener, Thanksgiving, were to 
blame for banning Yule 
celebrations. The Puritans were 
so set against any display of 
merry-making on December 
25th, that they enacted laws 
against observing the holiday. 
Their denunciations dampened 
the Christmas spirit in New 
England well into the 18th 
century. 

The trouble began with the 
Mayflower landjng in 1620. The 


Puritan separatists from the 
Church of England, Pilgrims, 
who landed at Plymouth, 
Massachusetts, that December 
were a different breed than 
their English brethren in the 
colony of Jamestown. In the 
southern outpost Christmas was 
celebrated in the traditional 
manner. Indeed, one James- 
town chronicler, caught on a

journey in bad weather, 

refuge with the Indians. He 
recorded on December 25, 1613: 
“The extreme wind, rain, frost 
and snow caused us to keep 
Christmas among the savages 
where we were never more 
merry, nor fed on plenty of good 
oysters, flesh, wild fowl and 
good bread, nor never had any 
better fires in England.” 

EARLIER EUROPEANS on 
American shores also made 
merry in their fashion. Vikings 
who wintered over in Vinland 
feasted; Spanish in Florida and 
the Caribbean and the French in 
Canada celebrated mass and 
held galas; later Dutch and 
Swedes in New York, Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey also 
knew how to keep the holiday. 
But not the Puritans. 

The 35 ‘‘Pilgrims’’ who sailed 
aboard the Mayflower had 
fell timber, some to saw, some 
to rive, and some to carry, so no 
man rested ali that day,” to 
begin construction of a Common 
House. The Mayflower, 
however, contained 66 other 
persons—sailors, craftsman, 
servants—who did not share the 
Pilgrims’ disdain of the holiday. 
The master of the Mayflower, 
Captain Christopher Jones, was 
a good host. William Bradford, 
the Pilgrim leader, noted in his 
diary: ‘‘Monday the 25th being 
Christmas Day, we began to 
drink water aboard. But at 
night the Master caused us to 
have some beer.’’ The men left 
ashore were not so lucky. They 
endured a Christmas night of 
storm and Indian alert. 

THE ARRIVAL the following 
year of the ship Fortune was a 
mixed blessing for the colony. 
The ship brought needed sup- 
plies after that disastrous first 
winter, but not ail of the 
newcomers were Puritans, and 
Christmas of 1621 caused a rift 
in the settlement. Bradford 
again recorded: ‘“The Governor 
(Bradford) called the people out 
to work as usual; but most of 
the new company excused 
themselves, and said it went 
against their consciences to 
earlier gone into exile in 
Holland. There, they and their 
pastor, John Robinson, had 
antagonized the hospitable 
burghers with their scorn of 
Christmas as a “human in- 
vention’”’ having no warrant in 
scripture. They railed against 
the revelry of the day as a 
survival of pagan custom dating

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THE HARVEST was celebrated with Thanksgiving by the Purit- 
ans, but Christmas was believed a remnant of the pagan saturnalia, 


back to the days of the satur- 
nalia. Those who made the 
Mayflower crossing carried 
hatred of the ‘‘wanton Bac- 
chanalian”’ feast with them to 
America. 

THOUGH THE MAY- 
FLOWER had made landfall at 
Cape Cod in November, it 
wasn’t until late December that 
selection of a site for the 
Plymouth colony was made. On 
Christmas Day, 1620, work 
began in earnest on providing 
shelter for the survivors of the 
hazardous crossing. The men 
came ashore that day ‘“‘some to 
work on that day. So the 
Governor told them, if they 
made it a matter of conscience, 
he would spare them till they 
were better informed. So he 
went with the rest, and left 
them.”’ 

The matter didn’t end there. 
Bradford, returning from work 
with the other Pilgrims, was 
shocked when ‘“...he found 
thei at play in the street, some 
pitching the bar, some at stool 
ball and such like sports. So he 
went to them and took away 
their games, and told them that 
it was against his conscience 
that they should play and others 
work. Jf they made the keeping 
of the day a matter of devotion, 
let them remain in their houses. 
But there should be no gaming 
or revelling in the streets.”

Against the Law 


SUCH DISAGREEMENT on 
celebration of Christmas 
continued between the 
theocratic rulers of the colony 
and later non-Puritan colonists. 
Finally, to curb further 
‘‘outrages’’ against Puritan 
belief, the General Court of 
Massachusetts Bay in 1659 
enacted: ‘‘Whoever shall be 
found observing any such days 
as Christmas or the like, either 
by forbearing labor, feasting, or 
any other way... shall pay for 
every such offense five 
shillings.”’ 


As late as 1685, Judge Samuel 
Sewall, reflecting opposition of 
Puritan clergy to the revelry 
indulged in by increasing 
numbers of the new arrivals, 
noted in his diary on Christmas 
Day: ‘‘Carts come to town and 
shops open as usual. Some 
somehow observe the day, but 
are vexed I believe that the 
Body of the People Profane it, 
and blessed be God no authority 
yet to compel them to keep it.” 


However, time, the people 
and Yule influences from 
surrounding English and Dutch 
colonies continuously worked 
against the Puritans, and in 
time, the country where 
Christmas was outlawed 
became the snow, steeple and 
sleigh Christmas card idea of 
the land of Merry Christmas.

Points to ponder 
when buying land

How much can I afford 
to pay for land? 

This question is becoming 
increasingly common among 
young farmers who are just 
starting out and among esta- 
blished farmers who want to 
expand their operations, It 
has arisen during the last 
two years because of the 
dramatic increase in Al- 
berta land prices, which have 
resulted from the generally 
optimistic mood of the agri- 
cultural community and the 
increasing number of urban 
people who want to live on 
acreages, 

Will Pattison, resource 
economist with the provin- 
cial Departmert of Agricul- 
ture, says the first thing 
when evaluating land is to 
determine whether the ine 
come from the land will pay 
the principal and interest on 
the money borrowed, He also 
cautions against forecasting 
future prices on the basis of 
one year’s conditions, Estie 
mating the repayment capa- 
city of land necessitates tak= 
ing future market conditions 
into account, he says, Fore- 
casting from a five or 10- 
year base usually gives rea- 
sonably reliable results, 

To determine the repay- 
ment capacity of land, first 
calculate the annual net ine 
come you can reasonably 
expect from it by subtracting 
from projected gross re= 
ceipts your equipment de- 
preciation, interest on bor= 
rowed investment, and the 
living allowance you would 
need for the standard of 
living you want, 

Next, determine the 
amount of money you would 
need annually to pay for the 
land, It will depend upon the 
amount you have borrowed 
and the terms of the loan, 
The following table of capie 
tal recovery factors shows 
the annual payment required 
for loans at various interest 
rates and repayment per- 
iods,

Here is how you use the 
table, 

Suppose a farmer is con- 
sidering buying a quarter- 
section for $20,000,00, He 
estimates the land will earn 
him $1,500.00 net income 
per year, He has $5,000 for 
long-term investment and 
can borrow the remaining 
$15,000 at eight per cent 
over 25 years, 

Using the above table, he 
follows the 25-year line to 
the eight per cent column 
where he finds the factor 
-0937, He then multiplies 
the $15,000 by .0937 and gets 
$1,405.50, Thus, his prin- 
cipal plus interest payments 


= 


on the $15,000 loan at eight 
per cent over 25 years will 
be $1,405, 50, 

When the farmer come 
pares his estimated net 
earnings of $1,500 with the 
loan payments of $1,405.50, 
he decides that he can afford 
the land at this price, 

Mr, Pattison points out, 
however, that it is important 
in the above example to note 
that in deciding to buy the 
land, the farmer is fore= 
going part of the interest 
that the $5,000 cash would 
have earned him if it had 
been invested somewhere 
else during the repayment 
period of the loan,

To answer it, and similar 
questions, Lawrence Hurd of 
the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture’s Farm Man- 
agement Branch has prepare 
ed a_ publication entitled 
“Custom Farm Rates for 
Alberta in 1972,’’ It gives 
the average, low and high 
custom rates that are being 
charged for various types of 
farm implements and mache 
inery used on Alberta farms, 
The publication outlines othe 
er factors that have a beare 
ing on whether it is more 
economical to buy or rent 
specific farm equipment, 
The data on which the figures 
are based was obtained from 
district agriculturists 
throughout the province, 

The custom rates in the 
publication show a fairly 
large variation which reflect 
such factors as supply and 
demand in the area, and the 
willingness of machinery 
owners of farmers ‘> do 
custom work to »ffset their 
machinery own xsship costs, 
Field conditions like hilly, 
stoney land as opposed to 
level, stone-free and well 
drained land also influence 
custom work charges,

Fababean Research

Fababeans show good pro- 
mise as a silage crop from 
the point of view of yield 
and protein content, 

This is one of several con- 
clusions reached by the Al- 
berta Plant Industry staff 
who have been engaged this 
summer in an extensive 
fababean research demone 
stration plot program, The 
program was designed to ob- 
tain information on the adap= 
tability of the crop to soils, 
climatic conditions and 
areas of the province; its ad- 
aptability to conventional 
farm imp!cments and prace= 
tieos; its potential as a foo! 

sntrate, sila proe 
cessed feed a protein 
supplement; and its special 
agronomic characteristics, 

The Plant Industry Divi- 
sion’s forage crops speciale 
ist, Larry Gareau, reports 
that, as a silage crop, faba- 
beans have yielded 3,5 to 5 
tons of dry matter to the 
acre and that the protein 
content has been 19 per cent 
“Their potential yield as a 
grain crop appears to vary 
from 2,000 to 3,000 pounds 
per acre,’’ he says, ‘‘and

The demonstration plots 
indicate that fababeans are 
well suited to areas of the 
province which have a long 
growing season and aplenti- 
ful moisture supply, Hows 
ever, they are quite sensi- 
tive to high temperatures 
when setting seed, Faba- 
beans require a growing seas 
son about two weeks longer 
than Thatcher wheat to pro- 
duce mature seed, Since they 
can stand four to five degrees 
of frost, they can be seeded 


early and harvested quite 
late 

According to Mr, Gareau, 
fababeans do not mpete 
with we wen inthe seed= 


ling stage, and they cannot 
be sprayed with 2,4-D or 
MCPA, However, post-seed- 
ing cultivation and harrow- 
ing after emergence appear 
to be quite practical, and 
preseeding herbicidal treat- 
ment with Treflan is ree 
commended, 

The only insects that caus- 
ed damage in the Alberta 
plots this year were blister 
beetles and grasshoppers, 
While no pathological or spee 
cific disease organisms 
were identified, many of the 
plots showed signs at the 
end of the season of leaf 
rusts and spots, 

Mr, Gareau says fabae 
beans can be handled with 
conventional grain equips 
ment, However, since they 
mature unevenly and the ripe

HIS FEET ACHED. Joseph {f*

sons brought up on Marie 
juana charges, 

Another point that Judge 
Cawsey made clear is the 
fact that (quote) ‘Anyone 
who violates prohibition set 
down by me, and later comes 
up before me again, goes to 
jail,’’ (unquote), The judge 
made these remarks while 
sentencing the accused on 
an impaired driving charge, 
The sentence was $250 fine 
plus costs or one month 
in jail, plus the accused’s 
drivers license being sus- 
pended except between the 
hours of 7 a,m, and 7 p,m, 
each day, 

Although Judge Cawse} 
will be presiding over Pro- 
vincial Judges Court in Mor- 
inville in a temporary capa- 
city, he has indeed set the 
precedent in several areas,

Premier of Alberta 


Much has been said in past weeks about 
Alberta’s energy policies. In view of the 
chronic oil shortage anticipated in eastern 
Canada this winter, The Journal asked 
Albert premier Peter Lougheed to explain 
what we in the east can expect from his 


province in future. 


In this thoughtful 


article Premier Lougheed explains his 
province’s aspirations and in his own words 
“hopes it will clear up misunderstandings.” 


A misunderstanding of Al- 


berta’s policies on energy ap- 


pears to exist among many 
people in Central Canada — 
and F welcome your editor’s 
invitation to express the Al- 
berta point of view. I hope 
that my thoughts will help to 
clarify for you the issues that 
are involved, as I know that 


the situation has become a 
confused one. 


Before I deal with the 
major issues, I think it would 
be useful to outline Alberta’s 
role as the “energy province” 
of Canada. We produce over 
80 per cent of Canada’s crude 
oil — and the vast majority 
of this comes from reserves 
owned by the government, for 
the people of Alberta. 

Alberta now supplies more 
than S0 per cent of Canada’s 
oil needs and with a pipeline 
to Montreal, this figure would 
rise to between 60 and 70 per 
cent in terms of natural gas, 
Alberta owns 85 per cent of 
the reserves and is now pro- 
viding 80 per cent of Canadi- 
an production. 


Unique role 


What these figures demon- 
Strate — is the unique role 
that this province has as an 
energy provider in Canada. In 
reviewing these statistics it is 
also necessary to recognize 
how important these energy 
resources have been to Alber- 
ta, and the prosperity they 
have meant for Albertans. 
But it is critical to realize 
that the life index for conven- 
tional oil and gas reserves is 
rapidly declining, and in fact

and natural gas in the west- 
ern provinces have declined. 


Few new fields 


Little success has occurred 
in finding new oil fields in 
Alberta, the Northern Terri- 
tories, or off-shore of the 


Maritimes. Unfortynately, re- 


cent federal actions have 
probably set back the finding 
and development of alternate 
natural gas resereves in the 
Mackenzie Valley Basin. 


If it were not for the Aberta 
oil sands (or tar sands as 
they are sometimes referred 
to) the long term Canadian 
oil supply position would be a 
poor one. The Alberta oil 
sands contain reserves of 
enormous potential for Cana- 
da and the free world, provid- 
ed we do not delay their de- 
velopment. 

Eastern Canada is confront 
ed with a possibility of short- 
ages this winter because of 
action by the Arab oil states 
— and I want to make it 
clear that Albertans feel a 
genuine concern about this 
situation. 

We have indicated our will- 
ingness to assist in every way 
possible to help ease this 
problem. In fact, national se- 
curity of supply has been an 
Alberta concern for many 
years. In 1959, and again in 
1969 — and again in early 
1973 — the Alberta govern- 
ment attempted to persuade 
the federal government that a 
pipeline to Montreal was and 
is in the national public inter- 
est. The response in the past 
to this suggestion has been 
negative. If the Montreal 
pipeline was in operation now 
any shortages of energy in 
Eastern Canada could be 
avoided. 

One of the key portions of 
Alberta’s energy policy is the 
development of new produc- 
tion — both from conventional 
and oil sand sources. The dis- 
covery of replacement barrels 
of oil and natural gas is going 
to be more difficult and more 
expensive so that the cash 
flows and incentives to the 
explorers must be adequate. 

Alberta’s policy has taken 
this problem into accuunt, 
and — despite the fact that 
there have been no significant 
new discoveries since our 
government took office two

years ago — the decline in 
drilling has been reversed 
and levels of footage being 
drilled are now at record 
levels. 

This differs from the situa- 
tion in British Columbia 
where the NDP government 
policies have caused a signifi- 
cant reduction in exploration. 
We have also negotiated an 
arrangement for a _ second 
plant (Syncrude) in the Alber- 
ta oil sands, even though the 
first plant lost and continues 
to lose substantial monies. 


The risk money for the Syn- 
crude plant wil! come from 
private enterprise — but Al- 
bertans will receive 60 per 
cent of the profits — with the 
opportunity also available for 
substantial investment by the 
people of this province. I be- 
lieve that our policies for re 
sources development will be 
an important factor in future 
supplies for Canada 


Fair market value 


Alberta is not prepared to 
continue to sell its natural 
gas or crude oil below fair 
market value. We are more 
than willing to consider ex- 
ceptional circumstances, such 
as the current dislocation of 
supply due to recent actions 
by the Arab oil states. But as 
I have indicated this is a de- 
pleting resource and every 
barrel of crude placed in a 
pipeline is gone forever, 
which is very different from 
a stand of timber or a crop of 
wheat. 


We are and have been pre- 
pared to discuss and negoti- 
ate with those using our natu- 
ral gas and oil as to what is 
fair value. In other words, 
this is not an attempt at a 
“squeeze play”. I am sure 
tnat all Canadians can under- 
stand ovr concern over the 
future of an Aiberta economy 
dependent upon a depleting 
resource (an indication of 
that dependency is that oue 
out of every three jobs in our 
province is dependent upon a 
healthy petroleum industry). 

This is why it is essential 
for this province to have a 
fair return — so that our rev- 
enues can be channeled into 
developing a diverse economy 
for the future. Despite our oil 
and natural gas and its bene- 
fits to Albertans — Ontario

citizens still enjoy a much 
higher level of income per| 
person — Canadians should 
be asking why? One step we 
intend to take to close the 
gap with Ontario is to in- 
crease the degree of process- 
ing in our province as part of 
this policy. 

I am also certain that other 
Canadians will be sympathet- 
ic to our point of view that it 
is difficult for us to consider 
sales of these resources at 
less than market value — 
when we face federal policies 
that produce transportation 
rates and tariff policies, dis- 
criminatory towards the west. 

Another important aspect of 
our policy is that of a greater 
return to the people of Alber- 
ta. Claims have been made 
that the group who will profit 
the most from an increase in 
price will be the petroleum 


companies, but since the elec- 
tion of this administration, we 
have doubled provincial gov- 
ernment revenues from the 
petroleum industry. We are in 
the process of further revis- 
ing our royalty system so 
that it increases as prices 
increase, 


Stand misunderstood 


One area where Alberta’s 
stand has been widely misun- 
derstood has been that of a 
price differential for Cana- 
dian and American markets. 
We completely agree with the 
federal government’s objec- 
tive of protecting the Canadi- 
an market from abnormally 
high U.S. prices, which ex- 
ceed the international market 
level.

next heading. Our stand on 
the protection of Canadian 
consumers has been a positive 
one — and on Oct. 29, 1973, 
Alberta ministers made spe- 
cific proposals to the federal 
government for other ways in 
which this objective can be 
attained. When the federal 
government-imposed crude oil 
price freeze is lifted Jan. 31, 
1974, The Government of Al- 
berta is quite prepared to 
stage in any increases in 
price rather than having one 
large increase which might 
create hardships among Ca- 
nadian consumers. 


Mineral ownership 


Section 109 of the British 
North America Act provides 
for ownership of minerals by 
the provinces. This responsi- 
bility has always been re 
spected by federal govern- 
ments, in areas where there 
is an overlap of jurisdiction, 
my understanding of co- 
operative federalism is that 
full consultation is desirable 
and unilateral action should 
be avoided. Unfortunately, 
the federal government did 
not take these considerations 
into account when they insti- 
tuted their export tax on oil 
Our concerns with this situa- 
tion are two-fold. 


First, they implemented a 
tax on one type of resource, 
aimed directly at Alberta. I 
have not seen any indication 
of federal intentions to levy 
taxes against other province’s 
resources such as other min- 
erals or timber. Can any cen- 
tral Canadian really envision 
the federal government uni- 
laterally placing a tax on On- 
tario’s electric power export, 
or upon Quebec’s plans for 
James Bay hydro sales to the 
United States? 


Secondly, there was no 
meaningful consultation about 
this tax — either in its initial 
adoption or with the increase 
from 40 cents to $1.90 per 
barrel. Surely, Alberta can 
expect to have input into a 
policy with its critical impli- 
cations for our province — 
particularly in the, resource 
area 

Chance to invest 

We are in the process of de- 
veloping plans to give Alber- 
tans, and other Canadians a 
chance to invest in the Alber- 
ta oil sands, as well as con- 
ventional oil and natural gas 
production. I have already re- 
ferred to the option for Alber- 
ta public participation in the 
Syncrude plant.

Federal Government policies 
on taxation and in preventing 
a Montreal pipeline have 
hampered Canadian invest- 
ment in our resources. It has 
always been a disappointment 
to us that Eastern Canadian 
financial sources were so dis- 
interested in Alberta oil and 
gas in the 1950s and 1960s. 

We opposed state-controlled 
exploration as an alternative 
— their record of discovery of 
reserves has been dismal. We 
favor a partnership of govern- 
ment and the prvate sector, 
with the latter having the 
profit incentive to take risks 
and to provide the tech- 
nological skills. That is the 
basis of our new Alberta en- 
ergy company. 

Premier Davis of Ontario 
and I proposed last spring 
that a national energy confer- 
ence of first ministers be 
held. Such a conference could 
be extremely valuable in the 
direction of establishing poli- 
ciese for the benefit of all 
Canadians. 

In addition to the policy 
areas I have dealt with, such 
subjects as future incentives 
for discovery of oil and gas 
reserves and also the use by 
Central Canada of western 
coal reserves, would be useful 
areas for discussion. Policies 
for a better regional balance 
of industrial development 
through resource processing 
is an example of an objective 
we see for such a conference. 

Canada is in the envious 
positions of being the only in- 
dustrialized nation in the 
western world that is self-suf- 
ficient in energy resources. 
More effective management 
of those resources could do a 
great deal to improve the 
standard of living for all re- 
gions of Canada. 

Alberta, as a supplier prov- 
ince, has no desire to isolate 
itself from the needs of other 
Canadians — and we are will- 
ing to do our part in the cre- 
ation of new energy policies 
for the benefit of all of 
Canada. 

There is no need for an en- 
ergy shortage in Canada — 
all that is needed is federal- 
provincial co-operation in es- 
tablishing logical distribution 
systems and incentives to dis- 
cover replacement supplies.
